The bandits entered the Mentor 
bank about 
midnight,

clubbing two persons they forced 
open the door of the safe which set 
off the burglar alarm In the horn- 
of J oseph Ta gley , cashier. 
When 
Tagley a tempted to leav e his home, 
one of the ba ndits warned him to 
stay in the house or eat lead. 
When he tried to leav e by another 
door, he was wounded by a cha rge 
of bu< kahot by a bandit who fired 
without 
warning. 
Two other men 
rushed from theii hom* 
and w’ere a l­ 
io wounded, and the bandits then 
worked unmolested.

Constantinople, Sept. 21.— With Turkish forces rapidly 
concentrating on the border of the war zone, General Har­ 
rington, commander of the British Near East army, today 
served notice on Mustapha Kemal that any advance into the 
inter-allied territory would be considered an act of war.

When the men left work at the call of their n ation al 
officers there was n o hard feelin g existin g between the man age­ 
men t of several of the n orthwest railroad s an d their employes. 
Whatever feelin gs of bittern ess exist at. presen t are the result of 
the un fortun ate happen in gs of the mon ths in terven in g sin ce the 
shops were emptied of their n ormal forces. 
Those who have kept themselves posted on the d evelopmen ts 
of the struggle are boun d to con ced e that there are reason s for 
the man agemen ts of the lin es in the n orthwest feelin g peeved :it 
this time when they are asked to arran ge a settlemen t which they 
offered mon ths ago on the same or very similar terms. 
But in
